MEDICAL EDUCATION FOR THE 
PEOPLE 

Nothing in the realm of public 
health is of greater value than med- 
ical education of the people. From 
such books as Victor Heisser’s “An 
American Dottor’s Odyssey”, thous- 
ands have Jearned that the control of 
epidemics is Quite as fascinating a 
conflict as any of the wars which have 
occupied the attention of itary 
leaders. HeiSser, a native of the 
United States, was for 12 years med- 
ical. officer in»the Phillipines follow- 
ing the occupation of the Islands 
The country was in a bad state of 
health. There were malaria, hook- 
worm disease and the annual crop of 
Smalipox reached 40,000. cases. Dys- 
entery wae carried to everyone who 
drank water for all the water of the 
Island abounded in the infective am- 
oebae. Rickets abounded because of 
the lack of vitamin D. 

Heisser set about a “clean-up.” He 
gained after great difficulties, a 
small appropriation for the purpose 
of sinikng artesian wells. He suc- 
ceeded in getting good supplies of
